The  Manawa  woman's  study  lists  her  among  a  combined 
"alumni- student  body"  of  more  than  24,0C0  , ar  technicians  enrolled  in 
Illinois  ledi's  war-training  courses  since  they  were  inaugurated  late 
in  1940. 

Full-time  courses  were  designed  especially  for 
women  and  begun  in  March  of  this  year.  They  were  the  first  of  their 
kind  in  the  nation,  for  Illinois  Tech  was  the  pioneer  school  in  tech- 
nical coxirses  to  prepare  women  for  specific  ,obs  in  war  Industry.

All  these  ccui'ses  are  tultlcn-free  to  the  students, 
financed  by  the  United  States  Office  of  Education,  and  designed  to 
augment  rapidly  the  sup; ly  of  trained  technicians  sorely  needed  by  war 
industries.  Ordnance  inspection  trainees  may  even  "earn  as  they  learn," 
if  the„'  meet  Civil  Service  requirements.  Students  in  this  group  are 
paid  $120  per  month  while  studying  and  may  be  raised  to  !$162  per  year 
upon  entering  active  duty  with  the  Chicago  Ordnance  District.

A  laboratory  full  of  historic  electric  motors  at  Illinois  In- 
stitute of  Technology whose  po7?er  has  for  forty  ye:trs  been  used  to  train  engin- 
eers  will  soon  be  generating  a  new  type  of  power,  power  necessary  to  whip  the 

axis. 

For  these  electric  motors  are  a  part  of  24.0,000  pounds  of 
scrap  metal  from  Illinois  Tech  which  is  being  sent  to  salvage  to  be  converted  into 
cannons  and  tanks  for  American  soldiers. 

Also  going  "into  the  scrap"  from  Illinois  Tech  are  four  type- 
writers so  antiquated  that  they  cannot  be  repaired.  Instructors  at  Illinois  Tech 
recall  that  these  typewriters  were  in  use  vjhen  such  famous  journalists  as  Dorothy 
Thompson  and  Franklin  P.  Adams  were  embryo  Virriters  and  students  at  the  ivest  campus. 

The  electric  motors,  which  weigh  around  20,000  pounds,  have 
been  used  at  Illinois  Tech  for  4-2  years  to  train  engineers  in  electrical  theory. 
More  the.n  16,000  boys  have  been  trained  at  these  motors many  of  them  now  nation- 
ally famous.  One,  Richard  VHiitehead,  worked  out  hydraulic  formulas  that  helped 
make  the  building  of  the  Panama  Canal  possible. 

The  motors,  30  in  number,  are  almost  old  enough  to  rate  as 
museum  pieces.  YJhen  they  v^rere  bought  second-hand  at  the  turn  of  the  century,  they 
had  already  been  used  many  years. 
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Illinois  Tech  has  a  double  patriotic  purpose  in  removing  the 
motors  from  the  campus.   The  room  that  houses  them  is  being  clec.red  to  give  space 
for  the  5000  war  training  students  who  train  day  and  night  at  Illinois  Tech  to 
make  the  Institute  the  largest  such  war  training  headquarters  in  a  single  city  in 
the  nation. 

Also  going  into  Illinois  Tech's  scrap  heap  are  50  meters  for- 
merly used  in  the  electrical  engineering  lab  and  a  room  full  of  pipes.   In  addition ^ 
there  are  many  other  varieties  of  scrap  metal  which  Illinois  Tech  is  sending  into 
the  scrap  for  officials  are  systematically  going  tlirough  the  buildings  on  Illinois 
Tech's  south  and  v^est  campuses,  taking  out  all  the  metal  that  is  not  in  use  or  that 
can  be  replaced  with  non-essential  materials. 

Students  at  Illinois  Tech  are  also  devoting  time  and  energy 
to  round  up  the  metal  for  salvage.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Student  P'ar  Council, 
a  "student  salvage  squadron"  composed  of  a  representative  from  each  sorority  and 
fraternity  has  been  organized.  They  are  helping  to  ferret  out  every  atom  of  metal 
that  isn't  doing  an  active  job  where  it  is. 

In  fact,  Illinois  Tech's  current  contribution  to  a  war  sal- 
vage drive  is  its  second.  Last  spring,  even  before  the  public  became  "scrap  con- 
scious," Illinois  Tech  razed  the  steel  fence  around  its  Ogden  Athletic  Field  and 
donated  the  metal  to  the  T.^ar  effort.  This  fence  of  eight-foot  spikes,  virhich  sur- 
rounded an  area  approximating  a  city  block,  gcive  more  than  30,000  pounds  of  steel 
long  before  others  had  started  to  think  of  getting  their  fences  into  the  scrap.

She  Is  Doris  Bocklus,  4607  Sheridan  Road,  who  has 
turned  form  a  career  of  science  and  social  service  to  one  or  training 
for  war  work,  Mss  Bocklus  will  complete  an  Industrial  cheiaistry  course 
Friday  (llov.

With  her  training  In  chemistry,  she  more  than  met 
the  qualifications  of  entrants  In  the  course.  Women  with  high  school 
diplomas  and  some  college  chemistry,  or  a  satisfactory  record  in  high 
school  ctiemlstry ,  are  eligible  for  ti^e  free  training. 

Along  with  the  17  other  m^nbers  of  tiie  class, 
Miss  Bockius  has  been  studying  eight  hours  a  day,  five  days  a  week. 

Her  training  has  been  paid  for  by  the  government— 
the  industrial  diemlstry  course  being  tuition-free,  as  are  all  of 
Illinois  Tech's  war  training  courses — so  urgent  is  the  need  for  women 
in  this  war  work.

The  saying  "woman's  work  is  never  done"  was  never 
more  true  than  now  ^hen  women  are  being  called  more  and  more  into  war 
work. 

And  the  saying  applies  doubly  to  Hiss  Cora  Gault, 
4736  Magnolia,  For  Miss  Gault  now  works  virtually  24  hours  a  day,  as 
she  trains  for  a  war  job  and  at  the  same  time  continues  her  vital 
peace-time  Job.  Her  work  would  constitute  at  least  two  full-time  jobs 
for  ordinary  persons. 

isalss  Gault  spends  40  hours  a  week — eight  hours 
a  day,  five  days  a  week— in  a  war-training  course  in  industrial  chem- 
istry at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology.  Then  she  goes  "home"  to  a 
medical  supply  business  which  she  runs  singlehanded  • 

Since  muc|i  of  the  business  is  of  the  mail-order

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mountain  of  correspondence.  This  vsork  would  probably  keep  an  average 
person  busy.  But  Miss  Gault  also  compounds  the  drugs  that  are  ordered, 
according  to  formula,  a  painstaking  and  tedious  process. 

This  T7ork,  which  In  peace-tine  was  her  full-time 
job,  wasn't  enough  for  Miss  Gault,  for  like  many  other*  women  she 
wanted  a  real  war  Job.  Therefore,  she  decided  to  t  ke  advcuitage  of 
her  famillorlty  with  laboratory  work  to  train  for  a  vtar  job. 

Hiss  Gault  studied  to  be  a  laboratory  technician 
when  she  attended  medical  sciiool.  She  Is  a  graduate  of  the  University 
of  Kansas.  Now  she  is  back  In  school  again  at  Illinois  Tech  training 
for  a  war  Job. 

She  likes  her  work  at  Illinois  Tech  even  better 
than  her  peace-time  Job.  She  is  eager  to  use  her  trc.lning  in  science 
tc  prepare  her  for  war  work.

Illinois  Tech  has  already  trained  94-  men  in  the  first  such  "in- 
dustrial officers  school"  in  the  nation,  tmd  the  majority  of  these  men  are  now  at 
work  in  war  industry.  Ninety-one  more  men  are  no^^r  studying  in  the  second  section 
of  the  course. 

The  new  section  v;ill  hold  its  organizational  meeting  on  Saturday 
November  21,  and  will  begin  study  on  Monday  and  continue  for  ten  weeks.   "Y^ite 
collar  men"  interested  in  getting  into  the  course  should  apply  at  the  Illinois  Tect 
war  training  office,  4-3  V-Jest  33rd  Street. 

Requirements  will  be  the  same  as  for  the  previous  courses high 

school  graduation,  good  health,  outstanding  ability  as  demonstrated  by  success  in 
some  field  of  business,  and  draft  deferment. 

Classes  will  be  held  from  2  to  10  p.m.  each  day  during  the  ten 
weeks  of  the  course,  thus  leaving  the  mornings  free  so  that  part-time  continuance 
of  peace-time  pursuits  will  be  possible. 

The  course  of  study  will  be  similar  to  that  given  to  the  pioneei 
section.  The  men  v\fill  study  production  and  inspection,  materials  of  industry,  drav 
ings  and  specifications,  industrial  organization  and  supervision  and  safety. 

"However,"  says  Prof,  Jolin  I.  Yellott,  chairman  of  the  Illinois 
Tech  war  training  committee,  "emphasis  has  been  changed  somev/hat  and  much  greater 
importance  is  attached  to  the  subject  of  inspection.   Experience  shows  that  this 
emphasis  on  inspection  will  facilitate  the  entrance  of  these  men  into  ?7ar  Indus tr;-. 

Instructors,  as  in  the  previous  courses,  v/ill  be  experienced  mer 
from  leading  Chicago  war-time  industries. 

The  94-  men  who  took  the  pioneer  course  had  an  average  income  oi 

$3258  each  in  194-1.   They  came  to  Illinois  Tech  from  27  different  peace-time  jobs, 

ranging  from  shop  workers  to  company  presidents.  Their  testimony  as  to  the  value 

of  the  course  has  resulted  in  this  repetition  of  the  course, 
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Victory  Hall  has  noT?.'  became  a  part  oi"  the  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  south  campus. 

Tlie  building,  formerly  an  apeirtment  house,  was  "drafted"  by 
Illinois  Tech  to  do  v;ar  service.  It  has  been  purchased  and  remodelled  to  provide 
more  classrooms  in  which  to  train  the  technological  brains  necessary  to  win  a  tech- 
nological v;ar. 

With  its  student  body  increased  by  14.5  per  cent  this  year, 
Illinois  Tech  simply  did  not  have  enough  classrooms  in  v/hich  to  ao  its  work. 

Most  of  the  cli.sses  meeting  in  the  new  building  vdll  be 
freshman  classes,  since  it  v/aa  largely  Illinois  Tech's  record-breaking  freshman 
class  which  led  to  the  taxing  of  the  facilities  of  other  Institute  buildings,   '''hc- 
freshman  class  at  Illinois  Tech  is  up  39  per  cent,  and  there  are  385  more  first- 
year  engineers  this  year  than  last. 

The  nevv'  addition  to  the  campus  is  located  on  34- th  Street  "s- 
tween  Dearborn  and  Federal,  a  block  south  of  the  center  of  Institute  activity.  A 
three-story  building,  it  provides  two  additional  classrooms  end  one  more  labcraroc. 
at  the  present  time.

An  accelerated  program  v^hich  v;ill  reduce  the  total  time  of 
training  approximately  twenty  per  cent  is  going  into  effect  in  the  co-operative 
plan  of  education  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

The  Institute's  regular  student  body  has  been  operating  under 
an  accelerated  program  ever  since  Pearl  Harbor,  and  the  new  development  will  now 
cover  the  Institute's  750  students  who  divide  their  time  betv/een  classroom  and 
actual  v,'ork  in  industry.   This  is  the  first  such  accelerated  co-op  program  in  the 
midwest. 

Shortening  and  intensifying  of  course  will  mal-:e  it  possible 
for  the  classes  to  graduate  fi'om  four  to  12  months  ahead  of  schedule. 

The  former  plan  of  alternating  students  between  eight-?/eek 
periods  of  college  and  work  in  industry  has  been  changed  to  allovf  them  to  attend 
college  for  a  full  semester  before  going  to  work  for  a  similar  period.  The  advan- 
tage of  the  longer  period  is  that  it  permits  students  to  make  use  of  electives 
which  is  not  possible  with  the  eight-week  program. 

The  streamlined  progr&m  calls  for  the  graduation  of  seniors 
in  February,  1943.  Juniors  in  the  A  group  will  receive  their  degrees  m  May,  19/I.3, 
while  the  3  group  vdll  be  graduated  in  September,  19/+3. 

The  A  group  of  pre- juniors,  or  third-year  men,  will  finish 
in  February,  19iW-,  ^nd  the  3  group  will  be  graduated  in  June,  1944-.

Similar  acceleration  will  be  used  in  the  graduation  of  the  now 
freslimen  and  sophomores. 

Under  the  former  co-operative  program^  students  took  five  years 
to  complete  degree  requirements.

the  School  for  Safety  Auditors  conducted  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  is 
graduating  eight  Y'omen  in  its  graduation  exercises  today. 

The  v?oraen,  first  in  the  nation  to  enter  such  work,  constitute 
twenty  per  cent  of  the  class.  Forty  persons  are  to  be  graduated  today. 

The  forty,  after  completing  six  weeks  of  intensive  training 
at  the  school,  are  nov;  ready  to  travel  to  munitions  plants  throughout  the  nation. 
Trained  to  combat  any  and  all  types  of  accidents  in  explosives  plants,  they  have 
attended  the  first and  to  date  the  only school  of  its  kind  in  the  nation. 

The  school  was  established  this  summer  through  co-operation 
by  Illinois  Tech  and  the  Safety  and  Security  Branch  of  the  Office  of  Chief  of  Ord- 
nance. 

The  graduation  exercises  v;ill  be  held  at  a  luncheon  at  12  noon 
today  at  the  Tavern  Club,  333  North  Michigan.  Col.  Crosby  Field,  assistant  director 
of  safety  and  officer  in  charge  of  the  school,  v/ill  give  the  graduation  address. 

Col.  F.  H.  Miles,  Jr.,  director  of  safety  and  coraraanding  offi- 
cer of  the  branch,  one  of  the  nation's  outstanding  safety  experts,  v;ill  also  speak 
to  the  graduates.

The  class  graduating  today  is  the  third  at  the  school.   The  two 
preceding  classes,  one  of  which  graduated  on  Oct.  3  and  the  first  on  Sept.  12, 
were  made  up  of  all  men. 

The  intensive  six-weeks  full-time  course,  students  tire   at  work 
from  9  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  many  days,  includes  class  v^fork,  laboratory  sessions  at 
Underv-Titers'  Laboratories,  and  field  trips  to  various  stations  of  the  Chicago 
Fire  Department.   It  prepares  the  students  to  becorae  explosives  safety  auditors 
and  inspectors  in  the  600-odd  munitions  plants  throughout  the  nation. 

The  women  graduating  today  come  from  many  different  occupations 
and  represent  several  midv/estern  states. 

Vfhile  this  class  is  only  t?^enty  per  cent  women,  Col.  Field  said 
that  the  next  class  would  probably  include  at  least  fifty  per  cent  ivomen  and 
later  on  even  a  greater  proportion. 

Three  positions  are  open  to  women  who  complete  the  course,  de- 
pending upon  their  background  and  experience senior  high  explosives  safety  aud- 
itor at  $2300  yearly;  high  explosives  engineer  at  y2000j  and  associate  high  ex- 
plosives safety  engineer  at  C'lSOO.  But  Col.  Field  emphasized  that  Vv'omen  entering 
the  course  can  earn  promotion  to  higher  ranks  of  Civil  Service  on  the  basis  of 
merit.

Insects— the  kind  that  grow  in  gardens.  Soon  she's  going  to  make  it 
by  helping  eztennlnate  the  human  parasites  that  live  in  Europe  and 
Asia. 

Miss  Lavin,  4927  Adams,  is  studying  metallurgical 
techniques  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  preparing  for  work  as 
a  technician  in  wap  industry.

With  this  training,  she  became  a  lady  gardener. 
Hiss  Lavin  directed  the  maintenance  of  large  gardens,  supervising  the 
pruning  and  watering,  and  combat ing  tiiG  insedt  problem. 

But  laiss  Lavin  decided  that  flcrwers  and  gardens 
must  be  put  in  the  bacJiground  until  the  war  is  over.  In  selecting 
war  work,  the  metallurgy  course  was  her  logical  chcice.  She  met  the 
requirements  easily— 'they  are  high  school  graduation  with  some  train- 
ing in  general  science  and  chemistry.  Women  who  want  to  tsJte  X-ray 
work,  additional  to  the  metallurgical  techniques,  must  also  have 
college  physics. 

Miss  Lavin  and  the  other  eight  trainees  have  been 
studying  metallurgy,  metallography,  testing  procedures,  drawings  and 
specifications  and  mathematics.  They   will  complete  tiie  course  Dec. 

11. 

Miss  Lavin  is  proud  of  her  new  weapons— the  machines 

that  analyze  metal  to  perfect  it  for  guns  and  tanks.  She  thinks  they 

are  Infinitely  more  exciting  than  her  discarded  pruning  shears  oud 

spray  guns.

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  has  been  selected  to  pre- 
sent a  course  in  industrial  camouflage,  it  was  announced  today  by  President  Henry 
T.  Heald. 

The  course  will  be  presented  under  the  guidance  of  the  Of- 
fice of  Civilian  Defense. 

"The  subject  matter  in  the  course  is  organized  for  the  pur- 
pose of  training  urgently  needed  professional  personnel  to  whom  protective  conceal- 
ment problems  may  be  referred,  irv  the  event  that  a  changed  v/ar  should  point  to 
increased  activity  in  civilian  camouflage','  says  President  Heald. 

He  points  out  that  information  will  be  given  which  will 
qualify  those  taking  the  course  to  prepare  plans  in  accordance  with  principles 
established  by  the  Office  of  Civilian  Defense.  Emphasis  will  be  directed  to  the 
study  of  protection  of  community  utilities  and  manufacturing  plants  in  vital  areas. 

Enrollment  in  the  course  will  be  limited  to  35.  It  is 
scheduled  to  hold  its  first  session  within  the  next  two  weeks. 

Those  who  will  be  considered  for  admission  to  the  course, 
according  to  President  Heald,  v/ill  be  such  persons  as  landscape  architects,  engin- 
eers, people  with  construction  experience  and  possibly  artists.

Women  v/ho  vrant  to  take  "graduate  work"  in  vav  training  no?r  have 
an  opportunity  to  do  so  in  drafting.  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  is  offering 
a  free  advanced  course  in  the  elements  of  machine  design  for  v-omen  draftsmen. 

"This  course  was  organized  to  enable  v.'omen  to  play  an  even  more 
important  role  in  war  industry,"  cays  Jonn  I.  Yellott,  director  of  war  training  at 
Illinois  Tech.  "They  have  proved  they  can  work  successfully  in  industry.  This  is 
their  chance  to  train  for  bigger  and  more  important  jobs." 

Elements  of  machine  design  v/as  created  especially  for  the  WEEDS, 
or  the  members  of  the  Women's  Emergency  Engineering  Drafting  Society.  They  are 
alumnae  of  Illinois  Tech's  full-time,  ten-week  engineering  di^afting  course,  nov;  at 
work  in  routine  jobs  in  vrar  industry.  Any  woman  with  training  equivalent  to  this 
drafting  course  may  enroll. 

The  course  requires  a  knovjledge  of  the  machine  tools  used  in  in- 
dustry, and  of  stresses  and  strains  in  simple  machine  parts.  Trainees  must  be 
familiar  with  the  nature  of  metals.  They  should  be  able  to  use  drafting  instru- 
ments, make  drawings,  letter  and  trace. 

Like  all  of  Illinois  Tech's  war-training  courses,  the  elements 
of  machine  design  is  tuition-free.

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The  appointment  of  Peter  J.  Mills,  Chicago  physicist,  as 
director  of  the  Pc^rrnly  Founaation  for  Auditory  Research  and  of  an  advisory  com- 
mittee to  assist  in  guiding  the  r/ork  of  the  Parmly  Foundation  v.-as  announced  today 
by  Henry  T.  Heald,  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

iklills,  who  for  a  number  of  years  has  done  consultory  work  and 
research  in  connection  v/ith  scientific  instruments  and  auditory  problems,  will 
also  serve  as  a  professor  of  physics.  For  the  p^st  12  years  he  has  been  head  of 
the  depc^rtments  of  physics  and  of  mathematics  at  Thornton  Junior  College,  Harvey, 
111. 

A  grciduate  of  the  University  of  Chicctgo,  having  received  the 
master  of  science  degree  there.  Mills  did  his  undergraduate  work  at  i-'rexel  Insti- 
tute, Philadelphia,  holding  the  degree  of  bachelor  of  science  in  engineering.  He 
is  a  life-long  resident  of  the  Chicago  area.   Prior  to  his  viovk   at  Thornton,  he 
was  associated  vdth  Illinois.'  Bell  Telephone  Company  as  a  special  agent. 

Named  to  work  with  Mills  in  guiding  the  activities  of  the 
Parmly  Foundation  was  an  advisory  committee  of  eight  specialized  authorities. 
Two  members  each  have  been  selected  from  the  Araerican  Medical  Associc^tion,  the 
Armour  Research  Foundation  at  Illinois  Tech,  and  the  electrical  engineering  and 
physics  departments  of  Illinois  Tech.

The  committee,  named  by  President  He&ld,  includes;   Dr.  John  S. 
Coulter,  associate  professor  i.nd  chc-irnan  of  the  department  of  physical  therapy, 
Northi-estern  University  Medical  School^  Howard  Carter,  secretary  of  the  Council 
on  Physical  Therapy,  American  M&dical  Association j  Dr.  H.  a.  Leedy  and  D.  £.  Rich- 
ardson, physicists,  Armour  Research  Foundation,  Dr.  Jesse  E.  Hobson,  director, 
and  Paul  G.  Andres,  professor,  of  the  Illinois  Tech  electrical  engineering  depart- 
ment, <-nd  Dr.  James  S.  Thompson,  director,  c.nd  Dr.  Paul  Copeland,  professor,  of  the 
Illinois  Tech  physics  dep^-rtment. 

Mills,  as  director  of  the  Parmly  Foundation,  will  serve  as 
chairman  of  the  advisory  committee. 

The  Parmly  Found-.tion,  ivhich  t'^.s  just  established  this  fall, 
'-ill  seek  to  solve  problems  of  hearing  through  research.  Mills  will  direct  the 
activities  of  the  Foundation,  c.nd  the  committee  will  cxdvise  on  activities.   A 
trust  fund  of  approximately  ^300, 000  w..s  recently  assigned  to  Illinois  Tech  for 
the  creation  of  the  Foundation. 

Regarding  he^^ring  difficulties  as  a  bio-physics  problem,  the 
Parmly  Foundation  will  concentrate  its  work  on  the  phyvsics  of  hearing.  Additional 
appointments  to  the  advisory  committee,  particularly  from  the  medical  field,  will 
be  made  by  the  Foundation  so  that  co-operation  with  the  medical  profession  in  re- 
gc^rd  to  other  aspects  of  the  field  may  be  obtained. 

The  Parmly  Foundation  is  located  in  the  Physics  Building  on  the 
south  campus  of  Illinois  Tech,  3323  Federal  Street. 
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r'^omen  vho  vork  at  ncn-v/sr  jobs  vail  no"r  have  an  opportunity 
to  prepare  themselves  for  war  jobs. 

For  Illinois  Institute  of  Technologyj  vvhich  was  the  first 
school  in  the  nation  to  ofiei'  training  pr-fp-.ring  -.■■omen  for  specific  technical  v;ar 
jobs,  is  noY'  going  to  open  a  i-c-r-trcining  progrt.m  v;herein  v/omen  can  study  engin- 
eering drafting  at  night. 

Engineering  drafting  for  v-'omen  has  been  offered  since  March 
as  a  full-time  day  -'/ar-tn-.ining  program.  This  arrangement  made  it  possible  for 
vromen  who  could  not  give  up  peace-time  jobs  to  enroll.   One  hundred  eighty-four 
women  have  been  trained  as  engineering  draftsmen  through  this  progr^^ra  and  are  nov; 
at  v;orK  in  war  jobs. 

The  nevr  class  is  the  first  to  give  such  training  in  the  even- 
ing.  The  class  is  free,  as  are  all  of  Illinois  Tech's  war  courses,  the  costs 
being  underwritten  by  the  governraent. 

The  evening  training  covers  in  general  the  content  of  the 
full-time  course.   There  is  not  time,  however,  to  discuss  in  detail  what  full- 
time  students  learn  =   To  get  broader  lcnoY;ledge  in  the  field  of  drafting,  the 
vromen  muy   take  further  courses,  also  free,  at  Illinois  Tech. 
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Engineering  drafting,  vvdll  meet  three  evenings  a  week,  from 
6:20  p.m.  to  9:50  p.m.  ef.ch  night,  for  16  weeks. 

Though  the  course  is  designed  primt^rily  for  v.'omen  working  in 
ncn-technical  fields  who  v/dnt  to  prepare  themselves  for  v'ar  work,  any  women  meet- 
ing the  qualifications  is  eligible  for  the  course.   Requirements  are  high  school 
graduation  with  algebra  and  plane  geometry  in  high  school  or  college. 

Registration  ',7ill  be  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  (Dec.  7,  8  ■ 
and  9)  in  the  Auditorium  on  the  Institute's  south  campus,  3300  Federal  Street. 

The  trainees  learn  to  use  dr^.fting  instruments,  trace  vrith  pen- 
cil and  ink,  make  pencil  drawings  --nd  make  machine  drav/ings.   They  study  the 
general  principles  of  casting,  welding  and  forging.  Stresses  and  strains  in 
simple  machine  parts,  and  the  nature  of  metc'..ls  cind  plastics  are  discussed.   Also, 
there  is  a  brief  review  of  mathematics.

The  work  of  the  Armour  Research  Foundation  is 
now  at  least  90  per  cent  closely  related  to  war  research  or  war- 
related  activities. 

The  National  Registry  of  Rare  Ci^emicals  has  helped 
more  than  300  concerns  to  find  badly  needed  ingredients  for  mxm- 
factiuring  processes.  These  have  become  more  vital  than  ever  since 
the  war  has  cut  off  importation  of  many  organic  er.emicals  from 
Germany.  Tie  need  to  use  substitiites  for  vital  materials  is  another 
factor  w.iCh  has  made  this  service  of  vital  importance.  In  many 
cases  firms  h6ve  been  called  upon  to  develop  new  cliaraeteristics 
in  commcn  materials  to  meet  the  new  needs  of  war  conditions.  Again 
rare  ciieniicals  w.' ich  exist  only  in  researcl:i  cmantitiBS  often  play 
a  prominent  part.  Fnclosed  photographic  copy  from  the  article  from 
Fbrtune  will  enable  you  to  enlarge  upon  this  point. 

The  wire  soimd  recorder  developed  at  tJie  Armour 
Research  Foundation  is  being  produced  exclusively  in  tiie  form  of 
research  models  for  svecific  uses  with  tlie  armed  forces.  The  reusable 
feature  of  ti.e  wire,  its  small  size  Tvitiri  consequent  saving  of  mag- 
netic steel,  the  recorder* s  operation,  independent  of  position  and 
vibrations,  make  it  particularly  adaptable  to  ti-ese  needs.  The 
ability  to  make  a  continuous  recording  without  interruption  for  a 
theoretically  unlimited  length  of  time  is  also  a  factor  of  practical 

value.

FIRST  APD  AFMODR  RESKARCH  FOUNDATION 

A  major  failure  in  one  of  two  identical  ore 
Dridges  wnich  threatened  seriously  to  impair  vital  steel  vroduction 
is  one  problem  recently  solved  at  the  Armour  Research  Foundation. 
The  bridge,  which  was  thirty  years  of  age,  had  not  been  built  for  the 
heavier  loads  of  present  day  operations  nor  for  tiie  more  frequent 
loaas  brouL^ht  about  by  the  speeding  of  jroduction  to  meet  war  needs. 
Strain  gage  measurements  were  made  on  a  representative  member  of  one 
bridge  with  check  measurements  on  all  members  of  tv.o  identical  bridges 
to  determine  the  static,  dynamic,  and  impact  strains.  Certain  joints 
were  replaced  and  members  were  reinforced.  Eye-bars  found  to  have 
high  bending  stresses  Induced  by  friction  moment  were  replaced  with 
new,  specially  designed  eye-burs.  The  bridges  are  again  in  use. 

Another  problem  recently  brcugiat  to  the  Foundation 
concerned  the  salvaging  of  both  the  steel  skeletons  and  the  rubber 
pads  imbedding  the  skeletons  of  tank  treads.  The  government  desired 
to  salvage  the  rubber  pads  and  the  skeletons,  le  ving  the  steel  pins 
and  rubber  bushings  unharmed  and  in  place.  The  Foundation  developed 
a  meci-AJolcal  unit  for  accomplishing  this. 

Because  of  the  demand  for  steel  and  otlier  metals, 
the  wooden  barrel  is  again  replacing  the  steel  drum,  and  other  metal 
containers.  For  the  Associated  Cooperage  Industries  of  iuaerica,  Inc., 
the  Foundation  lias  been  aiding  and  solving  problems  in  connection  i?ith 
these  uses  of  these  containers,  particularly  liners  for  use  in  ship- 
ment of  foods,  chemicals,  and  industrial  rare  metals.

Studies  of 
marine  eiigine  mountings,  rare  metals  and  miscellaneous  noise  studies, 
brake  oper;itions,  materials  moving  equipment,  gear  Tjear,  hock  problems, 
impact  studies,  welded  tanks,  are  all  aiding  directly  or  indirectly 
to  the  war  effort. 

Blackout  window  shade  units,  both  for  hoge  and 
for  factory  were  developed  for  the  Window  Shade  Institute. 

Lighting  of  buses  and  particularly  bus  steps  for 
dlmouts  is  a  problem  ?;hich  has  absorbed  the  attention  of  Foundation 
physicists.

Engineering  drafting  for  women  has  been  offered 
since  March  as  a  full-time,  free,  day  war-training  irogram.

The  evening  training  covers  in  general  the  content 
of  the  full-time  course.

T.romen he.ve  received  training  c.s  war  technicians  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, it  was  revealed  today  \tj   President  Henry  T.  He^ld  in  an  announcement  of  a 
survey  of  war  training  work  at  Illinois  Tech  prompted  by  the  end  of  a  year  of  war. 

This  record  makes  Illinois  Tech's  war  training  program  the 
largest  in  a  single  city  in  the  nation  and  also  the  largest  at  any  privately  oper- 
ated school.  Also,  of  course,  it  makes  Chicago  lead  the  nation  in  technical  war 

training . 

The  24,713  have  been  trained  at  government  expense,  for  Illin- 
ois Tech's  war  training  program  is  offered  under  the  auspices  of  the  United  States 
Office  of  Mucation's  Engineering,  Science  and  Management.  Tar  Training  program. 
These  war  courses  are  supplementary  to  the  regular  educational  program  at  Illinois 
Tech,  which  is  principally  the  training  of  engineers  and  scientists. 

The  war  training  program  instead  features  short-term,  in- 
tensive courses  designed  only  to  make  the  student  proficient  in  some  technical 
skill.  No  college  credit  is  given  in  the  courses,  although  they  are  all  of 
college-level.  A  high  school  degree  is  the  ^c.asic  requirement  for  admittance  to 

the  program. 

In  training  2^,713  persons  for  war  jobs,  Illinois  Tech  has

The  program  has  reached  its  peak  in  the  year  since  Pearl 
Harbor.  Heald's  announcement  reveals  that  20,366  of  the  2^,713  war  technicians 
trained  by  Illinois  Tech  have  been  trained  since  Dec.  7,  19^1.  Five  thousand 

four  hundred  and  fifty  are  still  in  training 753  are  women. 

Illinois  Tech's  war  training  program,  Heald  points  out,  is 
not  only  the  largest  in  a  single  city  in  the  nation,  but  it  is  larger  than  those 
of  all  the  colleges  put  together  in  any  one  of  36  of  the  UB   states.  Illinois  Tech 
even  has  trained  more  than  20  of  the  states  combined. 

In  its  wir  training  program,  Illinois  Tech  has  scored  numer- 
ous firsts.   Outstanding  among  these  are  four  full-time  courses  designed  espec- 
ially for  v-omcn.   Illinois  Tech  was  the  first  school  in  the  nation  to  offer  women 
specific,  technical  courses  preparing  them  for  war  Jobs.  Since  March,  m2,  when 
the  work  beg.n,  663  women  have  completed  these  full-time  courses,  and  293  women 

are  studying  now. 

Illinois  Tech  also  has  trained  one-fourth  of  the  national

SECOND  ADD  WAR  TRAINING  SUMvlARY 

Illinois  Tech,  also  the  largest  engineering  college  in  the 
nation,  has  a  regular  student  body  of  U55U-     More  than  three-fourths  of  them  are 
engineers  who  are  preparing  to  help  meet  America's  most  critical  manpov/er 
shortage . 
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With  basketball  hopes  at  Illinois  Tech  looming  brighter  than 
in  ra;.ny  yeurs,    the  Techawk  cagers  invade  Laice  Forest  tonight  (Tuesday,  Dec.  8). 
In  the  gojTie,  scheduled  for  8  p.m.,  the  Techawks  will  seek  to  prevent  the  North- 
shoremen  from  successfully  ending  a  five-year  plan  of  straight  victories. 

The  Techawks,  who  haven't  had  a  season  with  more  victories 
than  defeats  since  1936-37,  have  plenty  of  reasons  for  wanting  to  win.  Should 
they  win  over  Lake  Forest,  they  would  prove  tiiat  their  bright  hopes  for  the  194-2- 
43  season  are  more  than  a  "flash  in  the  pan." 

Scores  would  indicate  that  the  Techawks  do  have  a  chance  of 
ending  Lake  Forest's  string  of  four  consecutive  victories  over  them.  ^Saturday 
night  they  held  North  Central,  traditionally  a  30-to-40  point  winner  over  Illinois 
Tech  and  holder  of  14  years  of  victories  over  the  Techawks,  to  a  36-to-31  margin. 

Last  year  Lake  Forest  barely  nipped  Illinois  Tech  by  a 

41-to-35  score. 

This  will  be  Illinois  Tech's  third  game,  the  Techawks  having 
won  a  27-to-2^  practice  game  over  Illinois  Dental  School  prior  to  meeting  North 
Central.  Last  victory  which  the  Techawks  won  over  Lake  Forest  was  in  1937. 

It  has  been  a  decade  since  Illinois  Tech  has  won  a  victory 
from  the  Northshoremen  on  their  home  court.

Although  the  Fheatoners  hold  recent  victories  over  Illinois 
Tech,  Coach  Bernard  ("Sonny")  Weissman's  Techa^vks  are  geared  to  reverse  the  de- 
cisions this  year. 

Weissman,  with  a  letterman  to  fill  every  post  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  165-pound  weight,  is  optimistic  about  his  194-2-4.3  Techawks  bettering 
their  194-1  record  of  four  victories  and  two  defeats.  He  bases  his  hopes  on  the 
nine  lettermen  and  the  4^4-  potential  wrestlers  v/ho  have  been  out  for  practice  the

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Women  who  want  war  jobs  now  have  a  new,  important  field  open 
to  them;  they  are  wanted  to  test  metals  that  v/ill  be  made  into  weapons  of  war. 

Women  who  want  such  war  jobs  can  also  get  free  training  for 
the  jobs.  The  "baby"  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  war-training  courses 

for  women metallurgical  techniques has  proved  so  successful  that  it  is  being 

repeated  at  once.  A  nev;  course  begins  Monday  (Dec.  14). 

It  follows  inimediately  the  pioneering  course  in  metallurgical 
techniques,  which  will  be  completed  Friday  (Dec,  11).  Through  this  course,  the 
fourth  field  in  v/hich  Illinois  Tech  is  now  training  women  for  v/ar  jobs,  the  In- 
stitute officials  have  pioneered  a  new  field  for  women  and  learned  of  the  demand 
for  women  in  the  field. 

Though  the  course  is  designed  to  prepare  wom.en  for  positions 
as  raetallographers  or  as  X-Ray  laboratory  technicians,  requirements  are  low 
enough  that  many  women  can  meet  them.  All  that  is  asked  is  high  school  gradua- 
tion with  some  training  in  general  science  and  chemistry.  To  be  eligible  for 
the  X-Ray  work,  a  v/oman  must  also  have  college  physics. 

Trainees  meet  classes  40  hours  a  v/eek,  for  ten  v/eeks. 
Twenty  of  those  40  hours  are  spent  in  metallography  laboratory  work.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  time  is  devoted  to  studying  metallurgy,  testing  procedures, 

drawings  and  specifications  and  mathematics.

"Synthetic  rubber  is  here  to  stay,"  declared  Dr.  Komarewsky. 
"With  the  knowledge  nov/  available  and  the  processes  yet  to  be  improved,  the  syn- 
thetic rubber  which  will  be  marketable  in  the  early  months  of  194-4  will  be  a  mucli 
better  rubber  than  the  natural  product." 

Dr.  Komarewsky,  a  native  of  Russia  and  a  graduate  of  the  Imper- 
ial University  of  Moscow  ¥/ho  has  watched  the  Russians  at  work  in  their  develop- 
ment of  synthetic  rubber,  pointed  out  that  one  million  pounds  of  synthetic  rubber, 
twice  the  United  States'  needs  and  all  the  world  needs  in  peace  time,  will  be  an 
actuality  at  the  beginning  of  1944. 

In  his  address  which  was  presented  at  8  p.m.  in  the  Student 

Union  Building  to  members  of  the  Illinois  Tech  chapter  of  the  honorary  scientific 

research  fraternity  and  patrons  interested  in  the  new  product.  Dr.  Komarewsky 

stressed  the  scientific  history  of  synthetic  rubber.

Dr.  Komarevrsky  is  well  Icnovm  for  his  work  in  the  synthetic 
rubber  field. 

Before  joining  the  faculty  of  Illinois  Tech  and  the  Gas  Insti- 
tute, he  was  connected  with  the  Kaiser  Wilhelm  Institute  of  Berlin  and  the  Univer- 
sal Oil  Products  Company.  He  is  the  author  of  more  than  30  publications  on 
chemistry,  and  his  inventions  are  covered  by  50  patents.

V/omen  v?ill  be  given  an  opportunity  to  train  for  engineering 

positions  and  thus  help  rr.eet  the  nation's  most  critical  inanpovrer  shortage 

engineers  (according  to  the  War  Manpower  Comraission) it  v/as  revealed  today 

when  President  Henry  T.  Heald  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  announced 
that  his  college  hc.d  designed  a  "Vfer  Engineering  Education  for  Fomen"  program. 

The  program  is  believed  to  be  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the 
nation.  Never  before  have  v;omen  been  encouraged  to  enroll  in  engineeringj  in 
fact,  the  number  of  women  engineering  students  has  been  so  limited  that  never 
has  the  census  of  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Engineering  Education  on  en- 
gineering enrollments  counted  them. 

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  the  Chicago  school 
announcing  this  program,  is  the  largest  engineering  college  in  the  nation.  Its 
current  enrollment  is  /(.554-  students. 

Highlights  of  the  program  as  announced  by  President  Heald 
are  as  follows: 

(1)  It  will  feature  full-time  study. 

(2)  It  v/ill  be  a  three-semester  program. 

(3)  It  will  be  offered  on  a  "block  system,"  thus  at  the 

end  of  each  unit semester the  v.'oman  enrolled  will  be  prepared  to  step  out 

-more- 
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and  take  some  engineering  post,  but  by  continuing  her  studies  the  woman  v;ould  be 
able  to  prepare  for  a  more  advanced  post.  No  otner  school  in  the  Chicago  area 
offers  a  sL^nilar  "block  unit"  program. 

(4.)  It  will  be  open  to  any  high  school  graduate. 

(5)  It  v/ill  be  designed  so  that  college  credit  can  be  given 
for  the  work,  thus  the  young  women  after  serving  their  country  in  war  industry 
will  have  an  opportunity  to  complete  their  engineering  curriculum  after  the  war 
if  they  so  desire. 

(6)  It  will  be  exclusively  for  women  and  only  a  limited  num- 
ber v,'ill  be  admitted. 

Because  of  the  urgency  of  the  demand  for  engineers,  the  women 
will  go  to  school  on  a  full-time  basis,  being  in  class  approximately  forty  hours 
per  week.   In  thJ.s  way,  the  maximum  amount  of  training  will  be  given  in  the 
shortest  amount  of  time. 

Each  of  the  three  semesters  of  the  program  will  be  16  weeks 
in  length,  thus  the  full  program  can  be  given  in  less  than  a  year's  time.  To 
make  the  program  even  better  fitted  for  speed  in  training,  the  three  semesters 
will  each  be  a  "block"  complete  in  itself,  yet  serving  as  a  basis  for  more  ad- 
vanced training the  first  giving  basic  knowledge  for  elementary  engineering 

jobs,  the  second  giving  more  advanced  knowledge  necessary  for  more  advanced  jobs, 
and  the  third  giving  specialization. 

During  the  first  semester  the  vromen  will  study  elementary 
mathematics  and  its  application  to  engineering  problems,  technical  English  T/ith 
special  attention  to  the  development  of  an  engineering  vocabulary,  elementary 
physics,  and  engineering  drav;ing. 

A-fter  completing  one  semester,  a  vroman  should  be  able  to  do 

acceptable  work  in  an  engineering  department  or  drafting  office.  This  might 

-more- 
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include  tracing,  detailing,  and  perhaps  some  simple  design.   She  should  also  be 
able  to  assist  in  engineering  calculations,  such  as  taking  quantities  from  blue- 
prints, calculating  vreights  and  costs,  and  preparing  bills  of  materials. 

In  the  second  semester  the  studies  will  include  elementary 
mechanics,  materials  testing  laboratory,  chemistry  v/ith  a  brief  introduction  to 
metallurgy,  and  the  principles  of  machine  design.  In  this  semester  the  student 
would  gain  some  knovjledge  of  statics,  djTiamics,  and  kinematics,  and  their  ap- 
plication in  the  design  of  machine  elements.  Also,  she  T/ould  have  learned  some- 
thing about  the  nature  of  engineering  materials  and  their  behavior  under  stress. 

Upon  completing  the  second  semester  a  v.'oman  should  be  able 
to  do  acceptable  work  in  elementary  machine  design.  The  work  in  the  materials 
laboratory  should  provide  a  working  knowledge  of  the  machines  and  instruments 
used  in  inspection  and  testing,  and  an  understanding  of  the  techniques  employed 
in  their  use.   This  should  fit  her  for  work  in  ordnance  inspection  and  mater- 
ials testing.   She  should  also  be  able  to  prepare  acceptable  reports  on  such 
work. 

In  the  third  semester  the  student  studies  cost  accounting, 
statistics,  time  and  motion  study,  and  production  methods.  The  objective  of 
these  courses  is  to  give  the  student  a  knov/ledge  of  shop  practice,  and  the  en- 
gineering and  economic  principles  involved. 

After  completing  this  semester  a  woman  should  be  ready  for 
employment  in  shop  cost  accounting,  and  perhaps  in  estimating.  A  knov/ledge  of 
the  machines  and  methods  of  production,  together  with  an  understanding  of  time 
and  motion,  should  lead  to  employment  in  job  analysis,  cost  estimating,  and 
production  control. 

-more- 


The  courses  are  being  planned  so  that  any  young  vroman  who 
is  a  high  school  graduate  will  be  able  to  enroll.  Young  women  who  are  just  grad- 
uating from  high  school  and  those  who  have  had  one  year  or  more  in  a  liberal  arts 
college  will  be  encouraged  to  enroll.  The  courses  have  been  drafted  so  that  even 
a  young  woman  who  has  had  no  high  school  work  in  mathematics  or  the  physical 
sciences,  customary  prerequisites  for  admission  in  an  engineering  college,  will 
be  able  to  enroll. 

Although  the  primary  purpose  of  the  "War  Engineering  Education 
for  Women"  program  will  be  to  train  women  to  help  fill  the  severe  shortage  of  en- 
gineers, provisions  are  also  being  made  to  give  credit  for  the  work.  It  vras  felt 
that  young  women  who  tajce  this  course  and  then  go  into  practical  work  in  war  in- 
dustry should  be  offered  an  opportunity  to  complete  their  engineering  ti-aining 
after  the  war  if  they  so  desire. 

Enrollment  in  special  short-term  war  courses  for  w-omen  at 
Illinois  Tech  will  be  limited  to  100  women.  The  "War  Engineering  Education  for 
Women"  program  is  the  first  such  program  to  be  announced.  It  will,  of  course,  be 
exclusively  for  women,  and  the  women  in  addition  to  training  for  jobs  that  have 
traditionally  been  men's  will  invade  a  virtual  "men  only"  area,  the  south  side 
campus  of  Illinois  Tecli,  3300  Federal,  where  in  years  gone  by  even  one  xroman  stu- 
dent has  been  a  rarity. 
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"We  heartily  approve  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's 
plan  to  provide  a  course  in  engineering  for  women  training  them  for  engineering 
and  drafting  positions.  There  is  a  definite  war-time  need  for  such  training, 
and  we  are  glad  to  see  such  a  program  being  formulated."

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It's  two  for  their  money  tonight  (Dec.  19)  for  students  at 
Illinois  Inf-:titute  of  Technology. 

A  Christmas  dance  and  continuous  western  movies  in  adjoining 
rooms  form  a  double  bill  holiday  social  tonight  at  Illinois  Tech.  The  Christmas 
party,  in  years  gone  by  annually  an  extravaganza  affair,  will  feature  all  the 
principles  adopted  by  the  student  body  in  their  war-time  social  program. 

Instead  of  donning  formals  and  tuxedos,  paying  $3   or  more  for 
bids,  and  dancing  in  a  Chicago  night  spot,  the  students  will  dress  informally, 
pay  75  cents  for  bids,  and  truck  to  the  Illinois  Tech  Student  Union  Building  for 
an  evening  of  dancing  and  horse  operas. 

In  their  rationed  social  program,  the  Illinois  Tech  students 
agreed  to  forego  "big  name"  bands,  to  rent  no  "night  spots"  and  to  stage  no 
"formals." 

Tonight's  affair  will  be  from  8:30  p.m.  to  1  a.m.  The  sopho- 
more class  is  in  charge  of  arrangements.  Ernie  Nordeen  and  his  orchestra  will 
play. 
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Eighty-three  men  who  might  easily  be  sitting  at  home  while 
their  neighbors  go  off  to  war  have  gone  back  to  college  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  so  that  they  might  volunteer  their  services  to  the  war  effort. 

Peace-time  "vrhite  collar  men" all  draft  deferred they  ara 

completing  an  "industrial  officers'  training  school"  at  Illinois  Tech,  a  school 
vifhich  like  the  officers'  training  schools  of  the  armed  services  has  teiken  their 
peace-time  talents  and  trained  them  for  war  leadership. 

The  83  men,  whose  average  age  is  W^,    completed  their  class  work 
yesterday  (Friday,  Dec.  18).  Graduation  exercises  will  be  held  at  6:30  p.m.  at 
the  Morrison  Hotel,  79  West  Madison  Street.  The  men  will  entertain  their  in- 
structors at  a  dinner. 

Now  prepared  to  help  fill  the  many  vacancies  of  supervisory 
personnel  in  war  industry industrial  officers the  83  men  come  from  26  differ- 
ent peace-time  occupations,  which  except  in  rare  cases  were  not  the  least  bit 
technical.  Peace-time  salesmen  predominate  in  the  group,  there  being  37  of  them. 
Sight  lawyers  are  prepared  to  make  the  transition  from  "^vhite  collar"  to  war  in- 
dustry vrork.  Seven  men  who  vjere  managers  of  peace-time  businesses  are  in  the 

group . 
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Nine  occupations  are  represented  by  two  men  each;  they  are 
brokers,  accountants,  personnel  men,  insurance  men,  contractors,  plant  superin- 
tendents, chemists,  designers  and  real  estate  men. 

Other  men  in  the  "industrial  officers'  training  school"  vjere, 
respectively,  a  clerk,  executive,  producer,  investigator,  efficiency  expert, 
photo  operator,  night  club  manager,  construction  manager,  manufacturer,  druggist^ 
pattern  maker,  florist  and  advertising  executive. 

A  multi-talented  group,  their  19-41  salaries  ranged  from  a  low 
of  $2,000  to  a  high  of  §12,000.  Average  salary  of  the  group  for  the  past  five 
years  was  $5,000  per  annum. 

To  train  these  talents  for  war-time  service,  the  S3  men  have 
gone  to  school  eight  hours  a  day,  five  days  a  week  for  the  last  ten  weeks  at 
Illinois  Tech.   Their  training,  as  are  all  Engineering,  Science  and  Management 
War  Training  courses  at  Illinois  Tech,  was  tuition-free,  the  costs  being  under- 
vn:itten  by  the  United  States  Office  of  Education. 

Formally  knov.Ti  as  "Fundamentals  of  Industrial  Engineering;'' 
their  course  included  study  in  production  and  inspection,  materials  of  industry,, 
drawings  and  specifications,  industrial  organization,  supervision  and  safety, 
and  mathematics. 

Their  classes  met  from  2  p.m.  to  10  p.m.  each  day,  so  that 
the  students  could  devote  their  mornings  to  their  former  regular  endeavors. 
Their  study  even  included  home  work. 

Tlie  83  men  form  the  second  class  to  complete  the  course  in 
industrial  engineering  at  Illinois  Tech,  r/hich  was  the  first  school  in  the  natio.-i 
to  offer  training  to  adapt  the  "white  collar"  man  to  war  industry.  The  first 
class  of  9/4  finished  in  September,  and  approximately  seventy  per  cent  are  al- 
ready at  work  in  supervisory  positions  in  war  industry.

SECOND  ADD  WHITE  COLLAil  GRADUATION 

At  the  current  class'  graduation  exercises,  John  J.  Schommer, 
director  of  placement  at  Illinois  Tech,  will  address  the  men  on  "Opportunities 
in  Industry." 

"Our  Past,  Present  and  Future"  vfill  be  the  subject  of  a  speech 
by  D.  G.  Pillcington,  2^10  East  77th  Street,  who  represents  the  students.  Mr. 
Pilkington  has  been  elected  president  of  the  class. 

Certificates  v/ill  be  awarded  to  the  group  by  Jolin  I.  Yellott, 
director  of  war  training  at  Illinois  Tech.  Berne^rd  Weissman,  supervisor  of  ths 
industrial  engineering  course,  will  preside  at  the  graduation  dinner. 

Another  class  in  industrial  engineering  is  now  in  school,  and 
a  nev/  group  v/ill  begin  v/ork  immediately  after  the  first  of  the  year. 
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The  Illinois  Tech  Relay  Games  will  not  be  a  war  casualty, 
according  to  an  announcement  made  today  by  John  J.  Schoramer,  director  of  athlet- 
ics at  Illinois  Tech.   Schomraer,  noted  Chicago  sortsman  and  football  official, 
stated  that  plans  were  being  made  to  stage  the  relays  as  usual  on  Saturday, 
March  13. 

Decision  to  hold  the  games  as  usual  was  prompted  by  a  request 
from  the  Western  Conference  and  allied  major  universities  that  the  event  be  con- 
tinued. 

"We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  stage  our  relays,"  says  Mr.  Schora- 
mer, "as  an  aid  in  furthering  the  physical  fitness  program.  Many  coaches  have 
come  to  me  and  implored  me  to  continue  the  meet  since  they  felt  that  competition 
such  as  our  relays  would  provide  would  encourage  boys  to  participate  in  indoor 
track." 

Continuation  of  the  Illinois  Tech  Relays  will  definitely  place 
the  Chicago  meet  as  the  largest  indoor  collegiate  track  meet  in  the  nation. 
Other  large  indoor  track  meets  such  as  the  Butler  Relays  have  been  forced  to 
cancel  their  194-3  events  because  of  war-time  problems. 

The  same  factors  v/hich  inspired  Schomraer  to  create  the  Games 

in  1928  have  made  it  possible  for  him  to  continue  the  relays  despite  war-time 

problems. 
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"Chicago,"  thought  Schommer  in  1928,  "is  the  natural  spot  for 
a  great  relay  games  rneetj  it  is  conveniently  and  centrally  located;  it  is  an 

outstanding  place  to  bring  the  boys who  always  enjoy  a  trip  to  the  city,  and 

it  gives  every  track  team  in  the  country  an  opportunity  to  appear  before  a  large 
group  of  its  alumni." 

His  vision  has  proved  true.  The  Illinois  Tech  Relays  have 
grovm  from  a  three-team  meet  in  1928  until  now  an  average  of  35  to  4.0  teams  com- 
pete in  the  event.  Last  year  37  teams,  27  colleges  and  10  universities,  were 
entered  in  the  relays.  A  l^-year  gross  summary  of  the  meet  reveals  that  more 
than  4.00  individual  teams  and  more  than  5000  athletes  have  competed  in  the  games. 

Since  1935  the  Illinois  Tech  Relays  have  been  divided  into  tvfo 
classes  of  competition,  college  and  university.  As  a  result,  the  meet  has  been 
characterized  by  track  authorities  as  the  "only  middlewestern  meet  in  which  col- 
leges and  universities  can  compete  without  the  kiLling  competition  of  an  open 
meet." 

Defending  champions  are  Michigan  State  in  the  university  divis- 
ion and  Loyola  in  the  college  division. 

In  /ears  gone  by,  the  college  section  has  generally  been  the 
feature  of  the  meet  as  competition  has  been  keener  and  more  teams  have  been 
entered.  PJlost  university  teams  to  be  entered  in  any  one  Relays  has  been  10. 

The  194.3  Relays,  however,  gives  promise  of  reversing  the  usual 
form.  In  requesting  Schommer  to  continue  the  meet  at  least  10  major  universi- 
ties have  already  indicated  that  they  would  enter  men  in  the  meet.  These  in- 
clude Wisconsin,  Northwestern,  Chicago,  Minnesota,  Ohio  State,  Illinois,  Michi- 
gan, Michigan  State,  Notre  Dame  and  Drake. 

In  the  college  class,  where  from  25  to  35  teams  have  competed 

for  the  last  eight  years,  interest  is  already  at  a  peak,  as  these  schools  point 
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to  the  Illinois  Tech  Relays  each  year.  Only  possible  handicap  to  this  phase  of 
the  meet  will  be  the  fact  that  two  small  college  conferences  have  dropped  indoor 
track,  but,  of  course,  tJiis  vron't  bar  them  from  competing  in  the  Tech  Relays. 

"Despite  the  fact  that  our  track  teams  have  not  fared  so  well 
(the  Techawks  haven't  won  their  own  meet  since  1930),  we  are  always  glad  to  con- 
tinue to  hold  the  Illinois  Tech  Relays  because  we  believe  that  it  helps  make 
Chicago  a  track  center,"  says  Schommer.

A   new  tuition-free  section  in  metallurgical 
techniques  opens  !!onday,  Jan.  4,  at  Illinois  Tech. 

Seven  specially  selected  women  were  members 
of  the  "pilot"  course,  given  to  determine  how  the  study  would  go 
over.  When  the  seven  v/omen  enrolled,  no  one  Imew  how  industry 
would  receive  them  when  they  completed  their  ten-vjeek  study  Dec. 
11. 

But  the  most  optimistic  expectations  were  ful- 
filled, for  the  seven  woinen  had  offers  of  three  Jobs  each  before 
they  completed  the  work.  They  are  employed  now  in  war  industries 
at  an  average  salary  of  $160  per  month.

FIRST  ADD  KEIALLURGICAL  TECHNIQUES 

None  of  them  makes  less  than  $135  per  scnthj 
anc  the  top  salary  is  ^175.  They  are  at  work  tsstlng  metals  that  will 
be  used  in  ships,  guns  End  tanks. 

Requirements  are  simple— high  school  graduation 
with  soEe  training  in  chemistry  and  general  science.  If  a  wonan  wants 
to  take  an  edditicnal  p.£rt  of  the  course,  X-Ray  testing,  she  must  also 
have  cell age  physics. 

The  women  meet  classes  eight  hours  a  day,  five 
days  a  week,  for  ten  weeks.  They  study  metallurgy,  testing  procedures, 
drawings  and  sj.ecificaticns,  mathematics  and  metallography.  Women 
in  the  additional  X-Pay  training  spend  les^  tine  in  metallography  and 
testing  procedures,  and  concentrate  on  the  tiieory  and  psactice  of 
X-Ray  testing, 

Metallurgical  techniques  is  free,  as  are  all  of 
Illinois  Tech's  war-training  courses.  Costs  ore  poid  by  the  United

Women  who  want  to  answer  war  industrj'-'s  call  for  engineering 
draftsmen  have  a  chance  to  get  free  training  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

A  new  course  in  drafting  is  beginning  Monday  (Dec.  28).  A  full- 
time  ten-weeks  course,  it  has  already  trained  184.  women  in  drafting,  and  another 
84  are  studying  now. 

Drafting  "alumnae"  average  ^^.1438  per  year  in  salary,  placement 
records  show.  One  woman  who  took  the  course  novir  makes  $2600  per  year. 

"Mortality  rate"  of  the  women  studying  to  be  draftsmen  is  low, 
for  98  per  cent  of  the  women  who  have  enrolled  in  the  course  have  completed  it. 
The  drafting  course  for  women  was  begun  last  March  when  Illinois  Tech  made  his- 
tory by  being  the  first  school  in  the  nation  to  offer  courses  training  women  for 
specific,  technical  war  jobs. 

Costs  of  the  courses  are  underwi'itten  by  the  United  States 
Office  of  Education  through  its  Engineering,  Science  and  Management  War  Training 
program. 

Requirements  for  admission  remain  the  same.  A  drafting  trainee 
must  have  a  high  school  degree  with  training  in  mathematics.  She  also  needs  ex- 
perience which  indicates  an  ability  to  draw.

Four  hundred  and  eighty-five  men  will  be  graduated  from 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  Signal  Corps  training  program  Wednesday  night 
(Dec.  23). 

The  group,  largest  ever  to  complete  the  program,  vdll  re- 
ceive certificates  at  ceremonies  to  be  held  at  8:15  p.m.  in  the  auditorium  of  the 
Uluseum  of  Science  and  Industry  at  Jackson  Park. 

The  A85  men  are  completing  three  different  courses  in  the 
school.  The  group  includes  both  enlisted  reserves  and  Civil  Service  appointees. 

Their  graduation  indicates  that  the  Illinois  Tech  Signal 
Corps  training  program,  largest  and  most  advanced  in  the  Sixth  Service  Command, 
is  nov/  nearing  full  operation.  Established  just  a  few  months  ago,  it  is  expected 
to  train  11,000  men  a  year  for  the  Signal  Corps  and  to  have  a  continuous  enrollment 
of  2000.

1^/omen  with  courage  enough  to  go  to  war  armed  only  with  pencil 
and  paper  may  now  "earn  as  they  learn"  to  do  this  job. 

Women  are  being  hired  by  private  concerns  and  paid  to  train 
at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  in  engineering  drafting,  according  to  an 
announcement  made  today  by  John  I.  Yellott,  director  of  the  Institute's  war- 
training  program. 

Salaries  of  the  women  in  training  are  dependent  upon  personal 
qualifications  and  the  various  companies'  need  for  women  draftsmen.  The  training 
is  free,  expenses  being  undervrritten  by  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education  through  its 
Engineering,  Science  and  Management  ?Jar  Training  program. 

Among  the  firms  leading  in  the  plan  of  enabling  v/omen  to 
"earn  as  they  learn"  are  the  r.liiting  Corporation  and  the  ^/isconsin  Steel  Company. 
As  the  need  for  trained  draftsmen  grows,  other  companies  are  expected  to  put 
women  in  the  v/ar  courses  at  Illinois  Tech. 

More  than  half  of  the  women  in  the  newer  drafting  classes  at 
Illinois  Tech  are  being  paid.  As  the  shortage  of  technically  skilled  workmen 
increases,  Illinois  Tech  expects  to  train  even  more  persons  for  companies  doing 
war  work.  Already,  217  women  have  finished  Illinois  Tech's  war  course  in  engin- 
eering drafting. 

-  m  o  r  e  - 
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Requirements  for  admission  are  the  s.ine  in  the  paid  programs 
as  for  the  women  who  take  the  course  independently.  They  JTiust  be  high  school 
graduates,  vdth  training  in  mathematics,  and  have  experience  in  industry  or  art 
school  v/hich  indicates  an  ability  to  draw. 

Women  studying  drafting  go  to  school  full  time  fov  ten  weel's 
to  prepare  themselves  for  war  jobs.  Five  days  a  week,  eight  hours  a  day,  they 
learn  about  production  processes,  engineering  materials,  mathematics  and  drafting 
itself. 

\Taen   the  course  is  completed,  the  vramen  are  able  to  go  to. 
work  in  war  inaustry  doing  tracings  and  making  work  drawings.  Average  salary  of 
the  217  "alumnae"  is  $1^38  per  year.  One  "alumna"  of  the  course  is  making  $2600 
per  year.
